Smith pointed out that in 
British Columbia, Keno brought 
in $235 million from more than 
4,000 locations last year. 

She believes if Keno was 
rebranded by Alberta’s NHL 
teams and brought into more 
bars and lotteiy outlets, the 
game could generate major 
funds for Edmonton and Cal¬ 
gary. 

“We’re just trying to be con¬ 
structive to propose a gaming 
option that we know works 
elsewhere,” she said. 

According to Wildrose party 
estimates, if Keno was offered 
in 1,000 bars and 2,200 lotteiy 
outlets in Alberta, the system 
could bring in $196 million a 
year. 

The Wildrose estimates 
$137 milfion would go to win¬ 
ners, $5 million to administra¬ 
tion, $5 million to hosts and 
the remaining $49 million 
would be split between Ed¬ 
monton ($20 milfion), Calgaiy 
($20 million) and charities ($9 
million).

I arrived home early New 
Year’s Day on a bus where 
the on-board entertainment 
was a 19-year-old who, in 
his drunken swagger, swears 
he’s “been through so much” 
he feels 28. 

I didn’t mind his sense¬ 
lessness because it was a free 
service and the only other 
complimentary ride I could 
think of entailed a $50 ad¬ 
mission ($400 if 1 wanted to 
sit) at the high-end Treasury 
Vodka Bar, where there were 
free taxi rides for the last 
two weeks of 2012. 

The freebie was a make¬ 
good offering after the bar 
was publicly reprimanded by 
authorities and the Twitter- 
sphere for tweeting a holiday 
checkstop to its followers — 
a growing problem accord¬ 
ing to local police. 

While the bar has some of 
Edmonton’s beefiest boun¬ 
cers and a decent safety re¬ 
cord, the person who sent 
the tweet failed to see check- 
stops for what they are: hulk¬ 
ing security patting down 
the public for weapons on 
wheels. 

This New Year’s Eve, few 
local Twitter users dared 
share checkstop locations, 
while others muddled the

Stream with fake warn¬ 
ings. Yet despite the vitriol 
against the real ones, there’s 
still strong public support 
for publicizing the roadside 
checks. 

A CBC Calgary poll found 
48 per cent have no nega¬ 
tive view toward people 
who tweet checkstop loca¬ 
tions and only 60 per cent of 
Drumheller Mail readers said 
they’d never use social media 
to publicize checkstop loca¬ 
tions. 

Personally, I’ve heard 
people defend the act on two 
grounds: that it’s free speech 
or that is a mundane act. 

Edmonton blogger Mack 
Male compared it to gos¬ 
siping about checkstops at a 
Christmas party. “Twitter is 
just a bigger version of that 
party,” he wrote.

Though Treasury initially 
said its account was hacked, 
and then changed the story 
to blame it on an unnamed 
ex-employee, I wouldn’t rule 
out pure accident. At my 
last job, I made an oopsie 
by forgetting to switch ac¬ 
counts and, for two minutes, 
my place of work endorsed 
an article about the largest 
penises in the animal king¬ 
dom (the blue whale, ob¬ 
viously). 

I tried to get a straight an¬ 
swer from Treasury, as well 
as find out how many cab 
rides they gave away, but my 
calls, emails and tweets were 
unanswered. 

Instead, I found a poster 
promoting its self-imposed 
retribution as a Christmas 
present for loyal customers, 
with no mention of its ori¬ 
ginal sin.

Josephine Tamondong just 
wanted to cross the border 
into the United States. 

After three-and-a-half 
years working as a maid at 
the Coast Edmonton Plaza ho¬ 
tel, dutifully sending money 
home to family in the Phil¬ 
ippines, she had earned her 
permanent resident status 
and needed to make it official 
by leaving the country and 
getting her papers stamped. 

So she set off last March 
with four friends and co¬ 
workers on one of the busiest 
stretches of road in Alberta 
and headed toward Montana. 

“They wanted to celebrate 
with me,” recalled the tiny, 
soft-spoken woman, her dark 
eyes glossy with tears. “It 
was supposed to be a happy 
moment.” 

A driver heading the 
wrong way on a divided 
stretch of Highway 2 near 
Innisfail, north of Calgary, 
had already forced at least 
two dozen vehicles to swerve 
out of the way when he 


crashed head on into the 
rental SUV carr 3 dng Tamon¬ 
dong and her friends. 

She remembers being car¬ 
ried out of the wreckage and 
being told after surgery that 
her four friends were dead. 
Anthony Castillon, 35, Eden 
Biazon, 39, Joey Mangonon, 
35, and Josefina Velarde, 52, 
were also temporary foreign 
workers from the Philippines. 

On Friday, the 29-year-old 


will be in a Red Deer court¬ 
room to face the driver of 
the other vehicle for the first 
time. 

“My friends deserve to 
have justice and they need 
justice,” said Tamondong. “I 
hope they can get that.” 

Tyler James Stevens, 30, 
pleaded guilty in September 
five charges related to the 
crash.

Returning students, teach¬ 
ers and administrators were 
met by a large police presence 
outside their new school, an 
overhauled middle school 
that had been shuttered for 
nearly two years. Several of¬ 
ficers guarded the entrance 
and checked IDs of parents 
dropping off children. 

Law-enforcement officers 
guarding the new school 
called it “the safest school in 
America.” 

Students found the same 
chairs and desks, when pos¬ 
sible. Their classroom walls 
were painted the same col¬ 
ours and hung with the same 
pictures. Other details, such 
as the location of bookshelves 
and cubby holes, were repli¬ 
cated as much as possible. 


The school district said 
parents who wanted to be 
close to their children were 
welcome to visit and stay in 
classrooms or an auditorium. 

Newtown superintendent 
Janet Robinson said officials 
would do their best to make 
the students feel at ease. 

“We will be doing a 
normal day,” she said. 

Sarah Caron, 32, whose 
son was at the school on 
the day of shooting, said 
he knows what happened 
and has undergone counsel¬ 


ling. She said her five-year- 
old daughter, Paige, attends 
afternoon kindergarten at 
the school and has been deal¬ 
ing with nightmares about 
“snakes and bears and coy¬ 
otes.”

Iceland sued by a girl with no name 


Personal Names 
Register. List has 1,853 
female names that fit 
Icelandic rules; Blaeris 
not one of them 


A 15-year-old girl is suing the 
Icelandic state for the right 
to legally use the name given 
to her by her mother. The 
problem? Blaer, which means 
“light breeze” in Icelandic, is 


not on a list approved by the 
government. 

Like a handful of other 
countries, including Germany 
and Denmark, Iceland has of¬ 
ficial rules about what a baby 
can be named. Parents can 
take from the list or apply to 
a special committee that has 
the power to say yea or nay. 

In Blaer’s case, her mother 
said she learned the name 
wasn’t on the register only 
after the priest who baptized 
the child later informed her 


What’s in a name? 


“Blaer is a perfectly 
Icelandic name... And 
my daughter loves her 
name.” 

Bjork Eidsdottir, mother. She says she knew 
a Blaer whose name was accepted in 1973. 

he had mistakenly allowed it. 

The panel turned down the 
name on the grounds that the 
word Blaer takes a masculine 


article, despite the fact that 
it was used for a female char¬ 
acter in a novel by Iceland’s 
revered Nobel Prize-winning 
author Halldor Laxness. 

Blaer is identified as “Stul- 
ka” — or “girl” — on all her 
official documents, which 
has led to years of frustra¬ 
tion as she has had to explain 
the whole story at the bank, 
renewing her passport and 
dealing with the country’s 
bureaucracy.

Putin grants citizenship 
to French actor Depardieu 


The Kremlin has cast French 
actor Gerard Depardieu in 
one of the most surprising 
roles of his life — as a new 
Russian citizen. 

The announcement Thurs¬ 
day that President Vladimir 
Putin had approved Depar¬ 
dieu’s application for citizen¬ 
ship is almost a real-life ana¬ 
logue to the French actor’s 
1990 comedy Green Gard, in 
which his character enters 
into a sham marriage in order 
to work in the United States.

Munich Re estimated in¬ 
sured losses from Sandy at 
$25 billion and total losses at 
$50 billion, though it cautioned 
that the figures are “still subject 
to considerable imcertainty.” 
That made it the year’s most 
costly disaster — but several 
other events m the U.S. meant 
that the coimtry accoimted for 
90 per cent of insured costs and 
67 per cent of overall losses, the 
company said. 

The lengthy drought that 
seared swatiies of the United 
States last summer produced 
2012’s second-biggest msur¬ 
ance biU. 

Munich Re said the iusured 
losses, being picked up by a 
public-private crop insurance 
program, totalled between $15 
billion and $17 billion — most 
of the $20 billion worth of over¬ 
all crop losses. 

Severe storms and torna¬ 
does in March, late April, Jime 
and July were also among the 
five costliest disasters for insur¬ 
ers in 2012.

Researchers performed 
a battery of tests on the 
meteorite and based on its 
chemical signature con¬ 
firmed that it was blasted 
to Earth from Mars. At

Richard: Mark, Promised 
Land is one of those message 
movies you know is going to 
end with a big speech, so you 
just hope it’s an entertaining 
ride until the final oration. In 
this case, I think the movie let 
its sense of earnestness over¬ 
power the entertainment. 

It has good, likeable actors 
in a story that might have 
been better served in docu¬ 
mentary form, rather than 
the contrived drama pre¬ 
sented here. 

Mark: Richard, the last thing 
I would want to watch is a 
documentary on the effects 
of gas drilling on farmland 
communities. The drama may 
be contrived, but at least it’s 
drama. I liked watching Matt 


Damon as he slowly realizes 
his moral complicity in an 
unsavoury venture. And Fran¬ 
ces McDormand was great as 
his cynical, wisecracking side- 
kick. Yes, there’s a big speech 
at the end, but you know the 
rule: when they show a town 
hall in act one, they’re sure 
going to use it in act three. 

RC: I know. And it is just that 
kind of formulaic filmmaking 
that kept the joy away for me. 
Maybe they fell into formula 
to make people feel comfort¬ 
able with the amount of info 
they’re being fed. It’s hard to 
make talk of water table pol¬ 
lution dramatic, and while 
Promised Land makes an at¬ 
tempt by giving much of the 
heavy lifting to Hal Holbrook, 
the grand old man of the cast, 
it’s still only as dramatic as a 
high school science class lec¬ 
ture. 

MB: It’s a bit more involv¬ 
ing than that! The town has 
to choose between the hard¬ 
bitten realism of Damon’s 
character, and the idealism of 
John Krasinski’s interloper. I 


enjoyed watching the towns¬ 
people squirm as they made 
their choices. It’s classic good 
versus evil, except that it’s 
not. Did you guess the plot 
twist near the end? It took me 
by surprise. 

RC: I didn’t see the plot twist 
coming ... because it is totally 
unbelievable! That aside, the 
movie gets many of the de¬ 
tails right — it’s set in a town 
where the general store is 
called Rob’s Guns, Groceries, 
Guitars and Gas — and its 
heart is certainly in the right 
place, but unlike movies like 
Erin Brockovich, which man¬ 
aged to mix message and 
medium. Promised Land feels 
crushed under the weight of 
its own heavy hand. 

MB: Really, Richard, I thought 
the message was under¬ 
played, especially compared 
to films like North Gountry 
and Silkwood. It’s not a great 
film, even by the standards of 
bringing an important issue 
to light, but the perform¬ 
ances and texture made it 
watchable for me.

Butler, a charming salesman 
sent to a small Pennsylvania 
farming community to lease 
land for a giant natural gas 
company’s fracking project.

Celebs call for tougher 
paparazzi rules in wake 
of photographer’s death 


The 29-year-old photograph¬ 
er had just snapped shots 
of Justin Bieber’s white Fer¬ 
rari when he was struck 
and killed by a passing car 
— a death that has spurred 
renewed debate over dan¬ 
gers paparazzi can bring on 
themselves and the celebri¬ 
ties they chase. 

The accident prompted 
some stars, including the 
teen heartthrob himself, to 
renew calls for tougher laws 
to rein in their pursuers, 
though previous urgings 
have been stymied by First 
Amendment protections. 

The Los Angeles County 
coroner’s office confirmed 
Thursday that the photog¬ 
rapher was Christopher 
James Guerra. 

In a statement, Bieber said 
his prayers were with the 
photographer’s family. Iron¬ 
ically, the singer wasn’t even 
in the Ferrari on Tuesday. 

“Hopefully this tragedy 
will finally inspire meaning¬ 
ful legislation and whatever 
other necessary steps to pro¬ 
tect the lives and safety of 
celebrities, police officers, 
innocent public bystand¬ 
ers and the photographers 
themselves,” Bieber said in 
a statement released by Is¬ 
land Def Jam Music Group. 

Much of Holl 3 ^ood was 
abuzz about the death, in¬ 
cluding Miley G 3 ^s, who 
sent several tweets critical of

On Tuesday, a friend of 
Bieber’s was behind the 
wheel of the Ferrari when 
a California Highway Patrol 
officer pulled it over for 
speeding along Interstate 
405, authorities said. 

The photographer stood 
on a low freeway railing to 
shoot photographs of the 
traffic stop over a chain-link 
fence, authorities said. 

“The CHP officer told 
him numerous times that 
it wasn’t safe for him to be 
there and to return to his 
vehicle,” Los Angeles police 
Det. Charles Walton said.

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Give the beef a break 
and reach for bison

Red meat alternative is 
gaining popularity 


Now is the perfect time to ven¬ 
ture down the culinary path 
with bison, an alternative red 
meat that is showing up at 
more and more grocers. 

So let’s start with the name. 
The critter you know as the 
American buffalo really isn’t 
one at all. Turns out the Amer¬ 
ican buffalo (technically a 
bison) is more closely related to 
your run-of-the-mill cow. 

Bison meat (which is raised 
without hormones or antibiot¬ 
ics) can be incredibly tender 
and flavourful, with a sweet, 
rich beefy flavour. 

It also happens to be amaz¬ 
ingly lean, packing fewer cal¬ 
ories and less fat than beef and 
even skinless chicken. 

That low-fat profile comes 
with a price, however. like any 
lean meat, bison has a tendency 
to cook quickly, so quickly that 
it’s easy to overcook it. And that 
is why bison has a reputation 
for being tough. It isn’t. If you 
have bison that is tough, that 
just means it was overcooked. 

You can use bison much as 
you would beef The trick is to 
modify the cooking method 
(rather than the flavours or 
other ingredients) to accoimt 


Ingredients 


• 1 lb package gnocchi pasta 

• 2 tbsp olive oil 

• 2 cloves garlic, minced 

• Pinch red pepper flakes 

• 1 1/2 lbs bison steak, thinly 
sliced across the grain 

• 1/4 cup chopped fresh sage 

• 1/2 cup grated Parmesan 
cheese 

• Salt and ground black pepper 


for the leanness. Here, it’s used 
with Italian potato gnocchi. 

1 . Bring a large saucepan of 
salted water to a boil. Add the 
gnocchi and cook according to 
package directions. Reserve 1/4 
cup of the cooking water, then 
drain the gnocchi and set aside. 


2 . In skillet over medium-high, 
heat the oil. Add the garhc and 
red pepper flakes, then saute 
the garlic for 30 seconds. 

3 . Add the steak and sear on 
each side for about 1 minute. 
Don’t crowd the pan or the 
steak will steam rather than 
sear. If needed, work in batches. 


4 . Once the steak is seared, add 
the sage and cooked gnocchi. 
Cook for 30 seconds, then add 
the Parmesan. Drizzle in just 
enough of the reserved cooking 
water to form a sauce with the 
melted cheese. Toss, then sea¬ 
son with salt and pepper.

Lockout 


NHLPA wastes little 
time in restarting 
‘disclaimer’process 

Less than a day after letting 
a self-imposed deadline pass 
to declare a “disclaimer 
of interest,” NHL players 
began voting to restore 
their executive board’s 
authority to dissolve the 
union. 

The NHLPA’s member¬ 
ship began voting on the 
disclaimer at 6 p.m, ET on 
Thursday, according to a 
source. It will be conducted 
over a 48-hour period. 

The first vote, held last 
month, passed overwhelm¬ 
ingly. Should the same 
thing happen again and the 
NHLPA elects to notify the 
league it is disclaiming, it 
would open the door for 
players to file anti-trust 
lawsuits. 

The new disclaimer 
vote was part of a day that 
saw much more action 
away from the bargaining 
room than in it. The NHLPA 
also filed its statement of 
defence with the district 
court in New York, arguing 
that the lawsuit filed by the 
NHL last month should be 
dismissed because it was 
brought forward for “stra¬ 
tegic reasons.” 

Against that backdrop, 
the sides only met for about 
an hour on Thursday after¬ 
noon — a departure from 
more frequent negotiations 
recently. NHLPA special 
coimsel Steve Fehr led a 
group of players and staff 
into the session with U.S. 
federal mediator Scot Beck- 
enbaugh. the Canadian press 



World juniors. Talent- 
laden Canadians’ title 
drought extended to 
four years in Russia 


An NHL lockout has helped lift 
Canada to gold at past world 
jimior hockey championships. 

But not this time. 

Canada dominated en route 
to gold in 1995 and 2005 when 
the NHL also locked out its 
players. 

Another labour stoppage 
this year meant coach Steve 
Spott had most of the coun¬ 
try’s top 19-year-old talent 
available to him. 

But bronze is the best this 
Canadian team can do after a 
5-1 loss to the United States in 
Thursday’s semifinal. 

The Americans and de¬ 
fending champion Sweden 
will play for gold, while Can¬ 
ada takes on the hosts for 
bronze Saturday in Ufa, Rus¬ 
sia. The Swedes edged Russia 
3-2 in a shootout in the other 
semifinal. 

Canada must find solace in 
extending its run of medals in 
this tournament to 15 consecu¬ 
tive years. 

“We’ve got to come home 
with a medal,” captain Ryan 
Nugent-Hopkins said. “It’s 
not the one we want to come 
home with, but we’ve got to do 
it for our coimtry.” 

Canada beat the U.S. and 
Russia en route to finishing 
first in Pool B at 4-0 to earn a 
bye to the semifinal. But for 
the second straight year, Can¬ 
ada failed to parlay the bye 
into a berth in the gold-medal 
game. 

“For it to happen again, it’s 
pretty heartbreaking,” said 
second-year forward Mark 
Scheifele. 

The International Ice Hock¬ 
ey Federation is doing away 
with the bye starting in 2014,

CFL. Former Eskimos 
receivers coach Kelly 
on comeback trail 


Mike Kelly is on the road to re¬ 
demption. 

The former receivers coach 
in Edmonton confirmed 
Thursday he’s trying to get 
his foot back in the Ganadian 
Football League door on a 
coaching or personnel level. 

“I’m going about my busi¬ 
ness behind the scenes and let¬ 
ting the cards fall where they 
may,” Kelly said in Winnipeg 
after being a guest speaker at 
the Premier Football Factory 
skills and development camp. 

“I’m not yelhng and 
screaming, ‘Somebody please 
hire me.’ I don’t want to come 
off like that. My point is, I have 
a great passion for the GFL 
and would hke to work in the 
league again.” 

Kelly, 54, was fired as head 
coach of the Wirmipeg Blue 
Bombers in December 2009 
after a controversial rookie 
season. His outspoken ways 
often landed him in hot water 
with fans, the media and GFL 
brass and a 7-11 record didn’t 
help matters. 

Even his firing was dra¬ 
matic. 

Just hours after Lyle 
Bauer resigned as the club’s 
president and GEO on Dec. 
17, it was discovered Kelly had 
been charged that morning in 
an alleged domestic dispute 
with his ex-girlfriend at his 
Pennsylvania home. 


CFL resume 


Kelly was Edmonton’s 
receivers coach before he 
got the Blue Bombers head¬ 
coaching job, which he 
called his “dream job.” He’d 
been Winnipeg’s offensive 
co-ordinator from 1992-96. 


After an emergency board 
meeting that evening, then- 
chairman Ken Hildahl an¬ 
nounced the Bombers were 
firing Kelly and it had nothing 
to do with his legal trouble. 

The charges were later 
dropped and the record of it 
expunged. 

“I know I have to rebuild 
myself and reprove myself,” 
Kelly said. “I understand that I 
have to take a step back in or¬ 
der to move forward and I’m 
more than wilhng to do that, 
but I think I bring a breadth 
of knowledge to whatever 
position I have and an under¬ 
standing of how to run an or¬ 
ganization in this league.” 

Kelly hved in Winnipeg 
until last August, when he got 
a job as offensive co-ordinator 
for the varsity football team at 
Mariner High School in Gape 
Goral, Fla. He’s also teaching 
some physical education and 
driver’s education courses.
